A wild northeast storm wel­ 
comed spring to New England 
today, halted travelers, downed 
wires and brought hardship to 
homes

It buffeted ships at sea. 
Subways were snarled in New 
York City. Electric power and 
telephone communications, which 
began to go Thursday night as 
the snow piled onto lines, re­ 
mained crippled over wide areas 
of the East, in sections of New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Claims 31 Lives 
A United Press count showed 
the storm, which touched even a 
part of Georgia with its back­ 
lash, had brought death to 34 
persons along its path. These in­ 
cluded 18 in Pennsylvania, 6 in 
New York, 5 in New Jersey, 3 
in Maryland and 2 in Virginia. 
The storm, dumping up to three 
feet of snow along part of its 
path northeastward from Virgi­ 
nia, showed no respect for place 
or persons. President Eisenhower 
was forced to cancel a planned 
flight to West Point. Navy vessels 
in Narrangansett Bay kept power

Leader Declares ‘Extreme 
Emergency’’ In Pa.; 18 Die

Gov. George 
M. 
Leader de­ 
clared a state of “ extreme emer­ 
gency’’ 
today in 
a 
paralyzing 
snowfall resulting in at least 18 
deaths in Pennsylvania. 
It was the worst late-winter 
snowfall to hit the state in 16 
years. 


Leader directed all state agen­ 
cies to “cooperate with public 
utility companies” in an effort to 
restore 
“essential 
service” 
to 
hundreds of thousands of persons 
without electrical power. 
Emergencies were declared in 
several communities as the snow 
continued to fall. 
Citing highway blockage and 
widespread power failures, Lead­ 
er authorized municipal officials 
to invoke emergency measures 
and suggested hiring temporary 
workers, renting equipment and 
cutting red tape to expedite as­ 
sistance to stricken areas. 
Municipal officials should “en­ 
ter into such contracts and agree­ 
ments as m ay be required... 
without regard to time consuming 
'procedures 
and 
formalities 
by 
law, mandatory constitutional re- 
iquirem erts excepted,” tile gov- 
iernor said. 
Th? storm claimed seven lives 
on ice and snow-slicked highways. 
Other fatalities ranged from elec­ 
trocution 
by 
felled 
wires 
and 
heart attacks from overcxrrtion 
to suffocation, falls and roof cok 
lapses. 
Hardest hit were Oxford, near 
West Chester, and Oley, n e a r 
Reading, where snow piled up to 
36 inches. Highways were impass-j 


able, schools were closed a n d 
train service w’as snarled. 
Th# snow—which caused more 
power dam age in eastern and cen­ 
tral Pennsylvania than the disas­ 
trous Hurricane Hazel in 1954— 
was expected to stop sometime to­ 
day. 
The weatherman warned 
that a sudden thaw could produce 
major floods, but he said such a 
rapid melting was unlikely. 
The severe coastal storm re­ 
sponsible for the storm was mov­ 
ing slowly northward off the At­ 
lan tic Coast and no further accu­ 
mulations were expected in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Temperatures were to 


remain above freezing today end 
dropping below freezing tonight. 
Power failures posed the worst 
hardship, leaving thousands with­ 
out telephone service, light o r 
heat. 
The soggy snow piled up 
on power lines and the additional 
weight caused them to snap. 
At 
least two persons were electrocut­ 
ed in Philadelphia by felled wires.
